PREFACE. 


HPHE  genealogical  notices  of  the  Winthrop  Family 
hitherto  printed  are  either  fragmentary  or  meagre  ; 
while  the  various  MSS.  pedigrees,  in  possession  of  dif- 
ferent branches  of  the  family,  abound  in  mistakes  and 
discrepancies,  resulting  partly  from  carelessness  in  tran- 
scribing, and  partly  from  imperfect  information. 

It  is  not  expected  that  the  present  incomplete  compila- 
tion will  be  absolutely  free  from  errors,  but  it  is  believed 
that  nothing  is  stated  in  it  as  fact,  which  cannot  be 
proved  by  Parish  Registers,  Probate  Records,  or  Con- 
temporaneous Family  Papers  ;  while  every  thing  of  a 
traditional  character  is  mentioned  as  such. 

To  the  late  Hon.  James  Savage,  to  the  late  H.  G. 
Somerby,  Esq.,  to  Richard  Almack,  Esq.,  F.S.A.,  of  Long 
Melford,  co.  Suffolk,  acknowledgment  is  due  for  clear- 
ing up  much  that  was  obscure  in  the  older  pedigrees  ; 
while  in  the  "  Life  and  Letters  of  John  Winthrop,"  by 
Hon.  Robert  C.  Winthrop,  and  in  the  exhaustive  "  Notes 
on  the  Winthrop  Family,"  by  W.  H.  Whitmore,  Esq., 
may  be  found  all  that  is  thus  far  known  of  the  early 
generations. 
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IV  PREFACE. 

For  the  arrangement  of  the  present  work,  the  editor  is 
alone  responsible.  Intending  it  chiefly  as  a  private  Fam- 
ily Record,  he  has  found  it  convenient  to  divide  the  dif- 
ferent branches  into  distinct  chapters,  instead  of  treating 
whole  generations  collectively ;  and  he  will  gladly  com- 
municate with  any  one  who  can  supply  missing  dates  or 
contribute  additional  material.

CHAPTER 'I. 

TRADITIONAL  ORIGIN  OF  THE  WINTHROPS,  WITH  THEIR  DESCENT 
FROM  THE  FIRST  ADAM  WINTHROP  TO  THE  SEPARATION  OF  THE 
IRISH   LINE. 

On  a  Roll  of  Court  of  the  county  of  York,  in  the  year 
1 200,  appears  the  name 

Robert  de  Winetorp, 
and  on  a  Roll  of  the  county  of  Lincoln,  1207,  the  name 

J.    WlNETHORPE. 

Nothing  more  is  known  of  either. 


There  is  a  village  of  Winthorpe  on  the  coast  of  Lincoln- 
shire, some  20  miles  N.  E.  of  Boston,  and  another  village 
of  the  same  name  near  Newark  in  Nottinghamshire. 


The  traditional  origin  of  the  family  is  contained  in 
a  very  old  pedigree  of  uncertain  date,  which  says  the 
Winthrops  came  anciently  from  Northumberland,  and 
afterwards  settled  in  a  village  not  far  from  Newark ;  that 
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thence   they  came   to   London  and    owned   Marylebone 
Park,  and  went  thence  to  Suffolk. 

This  tradition  about  Northumberland  would  not  neces- 
sarily refer  only  to  the  county  of  %.that  name,  but  to  land 
north  of  the  Humber,  a  river  dividing  North  Lincoln- 
shire from  Yorkshire. 


The  first  ascertained  ancestor,  according  to  a  Latin 
pedigree  drawn  up  partly  by  the  third  Adam  Winthrop 
about  the  year   1 600,  was : 

1.  Adam1  Winthorpe  or  Winthrop,  of  Lavenham,  co. 
Suffolk,  who  is  elsewhere  styled  Serjeant-at-Law,  but  this 
cannot  be  verified.  He  married  Jane,  sometimes  called 
Burton,  and  sometimes  widow,  or  daughter,  of  Lord  Bur- 
nell.  The  last  Lord  B.,  however,  died  in  1420;  and  if  a 
Burnell,  she  was  more  likely  of  kin  to  a  Burnell,  merchant 
of  London,  temp.  Henry  VIII.     They  had: 

2.  Adam,2  b.  9  Oct.  1498, 

and  probably  other  children,  of  whom  nothing  is  known 
with  certainty.  Cotton  Mather  alludes  to  a  brother  of 
Adam 2  as  a  zealous  Reformer,  to  whom  the  martyr  Phil- 
pot  bequeathed  his  papers.  Adam2  in  his  will  mentions 
his  sister  Whiting,  and  another  sister  married  to  Richard 
Byrd,  of  Ipswich ;  but  they  may  have  been  his  wife's 
sisters,  according  to  the  mode  of  designation  then  in  use. 
The  parish  records  of  Lavenham  only  begin  1558. 


2.  Adam  Winthrop2  at  the  age  of  17  was  apprenticed 
to  Edward  Altham,  a  great  clothworker  of  London  ;   was 
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admitted  citizen  of  London  Sept.  9,  1526;  became  Stew- 
ard of  the  Clothworkers'  Company  1537,  and  master  of 
the  Company  1 55 1.  In  1543  he  was  imprisoned  and 
fined  ^600  for  certain  dealings  with  foreigners ;  and  in 
1544  he  purchased  of  the  Crown  the  manor  of  Groton  in 
Suffolk,  not  far  from  Lavenham,  until  the  Dissolution  a 
Lordship  of  the  Abbot  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  In  1548 
he  was  inscribed  Armiger  "  under  the  hand  and  seal  of 
Edward  VI."  He  married  first,  16  Nov.  1527,  Alice 
Henny,  or  Henry,  who  is  recorded  of  honorable  parent- 
age and  d.  25  June,  1533;  and  second,  20  July,  1534, 
Agnes,  daughter  of  Robert  Sharpe,  of  Islington. 
By  his  1st  marriage  he  had:

Cottie  and  had  issue. 

A   pedigree,  dated   1742,  gives  three  other  children: 

Robert,  called    of    Scotland,  Elizabeth,  married  to 

Cottie,  and  Anne.  There  is  no  other  evidence  of  their 
existence ;  and  the  presumption  is  strong  that,  if  not 
imaginary,  they  belonged  to  an  earlier  or  later  genera- 
tion. The  only  Cottie  alluded  to  in  the  family-papers  is 
the  husband  of  Susan,  who  was  probably  Dr.  John  Cotta, 
author  of  a  book  on  Witchcraft. 

Adam 2  Winthrop,  "  vir pius  et  vercz  religionis  amans" 
died  9  Nov.  1562.  His  tomb  may  still  be  seen  at  Groton  ; 
and  a  striking  portrait  of  him,  attributed  to  Holbein,  is 
in  the  possession  of  his  descendants  and  is  engraved  in 
the  1st  vol.  of  "  Life  and  Letters  of  John  Winthrop."  His 
widow,  " foemina  prceclaris  condecorata  donis"  to  whom 
he  bequeathed  the  use  of  his  house  and  furniture  in  the 
parish  of  St.  Michael's,  Cornhill,  married  7  June,  1563, 
William  Mildmay,  of  Springfield  Barnes,  co.  Essex,  father 
of  Sir  Thomas  Mildmay  before -mentioned.  She  died 
13  May,  1565,  and  was  buried  in  the  chancel  of  Spring- 
field  Church. 

In  some  notices  of  the  Winthrops,  Adam 2  is  wrongly 
stated  to  have  been  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University  of 
Cambridge,  and  Master  of  Trinity.  This  error  is  con- 
jectured to  have  arisen  from  carelessness  in  transcribing 
a  pedigree,  by  which  he  was  confounded  with  his  con- 
nection Dr.  John  Still,  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells,  who 
held  these  offices  and  who  was  brother  to  the  wife  of 
Adam.3 

Of   the   three   surviving  sons    of    Adam,2  the   eldest, 
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William,3  inherited  the  London  property ;  and  the  second, 
John,3  the  Suffolk  estate ;  but  when  the  latter  settled  in 
Ireland,  the  third  son,  Adam,3  by  a  family-arrangement, 
succeeded  to  Groton  Manor,  and  is  the  ancestor  of  the 
American  line.

William3  Winthrop  died  March  2,  1582,  and  was  buried 
at  St.  Michael's  church,  Cornhill.  from  the  registers  of 
which  parish  the  above  baptisms  and  burials  are  taken. 
His  wife  died  in  Kent  June  2,  1578.  His  elder  surviving 
son 

6.  Adam4  Winthrop,  of  Bandon  Bridge,  Ireland,  mar- 
ried at  St.  Bride's,  London,  Oct.  3,  1599,  Jane,  dau.  of 
William  Hilles,  of  Holton  Hall,  co.  Suffolk,  by  his  wife 
Jane  Browne,  and  had : 
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i.  Adam,5  b.  30  April,  1601,  god-son  to  Adam3 ;  buried  at 

St.  Bride's,  Fleet  St.,  5  Feb.  1602-3. 
ii.  Benjamin.5 
iii.  Jonathan.5 

The  two  last  are  known  by  tradition  only.  A  letter 
from  Jane  Hilles  Winthrop  to  Gov.  John  W.,  dated 
Bandon  Bridge,  5  March,  1637,  is  quoted  "  Life  and  Let- 
ters," I.  p.  16;  in  it  she  mentions  that  her  husband 
Adam4  died  1634.  The  existing  parish  registers  of  Ban- 
don begin  only  in  1650. 


4.  John3  Winthrop,  of  Groton  Manor,  afterwards  of 
in  Ireland,  of  whom  his  brother  Adam 
speaks  as  "  f rater  durus,  qui  mihi  neque  sibi  u tilts  vita 
fuit" married  Elizabeth, dau. of  Robert  Rysby, of  Thorpe- 
Morieux,  co.  Suffolk,  and  died  in  Ireland  26  July,  161 3, 
aged  67.  One  account  says  he  died  at  Affahdown  (?);  -f- 
and  letters  from  him  are  mentioned  dated  at  Cork  and 
Asmore  (?).  He  is  recorded  to  have  had  issue  a  son 
John  and  two  daughters,  but  nothing  is  known  of  them. 
Nor  has  it  been  ascertained  when  his  wife  died.  She  is 
believed  to  have  resided  occasionally  at  Lavenham,  as 
Adam3  speaks  of  visiting  his  "sister  Winthrop  "  there  in 
1609,  and  alludes  to  her  cousin  Thomas  Spring.

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In  1592  William  Detheck,  Garter  king-at-arms,  con- 
firmedto  John3  Winthrop  "the  shield  and  coat-of-arms 
appertaining  to  his  name  and  ancestors,"  to  wit : 

"  Visor  d'Argent,  three  chevrons  Gules  crenele,  over  all 
a  Lion  rampant  Sables,  armed  and  langued  Azure.  And 
for  his  crest  or  cognizance,  a  Hare  proper,  running  on  a 
mount  vert." 

The  original  parchment  and  seal  are  now  (1874)  in 
possession  of  Charles  Francis  Winthrop,  of  New  York, 
and  must  have  been  left  by  John  at  Groton  when  he 
moved  to  Ireland.  It  has  not  been  ascertained,  how- 
ever, at  what  period  these  arms  were  originally  granted 
to,  or  borne  by,  the  family,  some  members  of  whom  have 
used  a  shield  with  two  chevrons  only,  which,  it  is  thought, 
arose  from  the  error  of  an  engraver.  The  motto  "  Spes 
vincit  thronum,"  used  by  the  American  line,  is  believed 
to  have  been  first  adopted  by  John  Winthrop,7  F.R.S., 
early  in  the  18th  century,  but  this  is  not  certain. 


The  pedigree  of  1 742,  by  no  means  trustworthy,  men- 
tions a  grandson  of  "  Robert  of  Scotland  "  alive  in  1 740, 
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and  states  that  John 3  had  sons  Benjamin  of  Cork  and 
Jonathan  of  Walbrook,  that  Jonathan  had  daughters 
Elizabeth  and  Mary  of  Stratford-le-Bow,  and  that  Ben- 
jamin was  father  of  Stephen  living  at  Exeter  in  1740. 
Apart  from  the  improbability  that  John,3  who  died  in 
161 3,  in  his  68th  year,  could  have  had  a  living  grandson 
127  years  later,  it  is  now  well  established  that  Benjamin 
of  Cork,  the  father  of  Stephen  of  Exeter,  was  son  of  Ste- 
phen Winthrop  living  at  Bandon  in  1658,  who  had  also 
a  son  Jonathan  and  daughters  Mary  and  Elizabeth,  as 
will  appear  hereafter.  This  Stephen  was  probably  grand- 
son to  either  John3  or  Adam,4  and  from  him  is  descended 
the  present  English  family  of  Winthrop,  which  was  con- 
nected for  several  generations  with  the  south  of  Ireland, 
and  from  whom  Winthrop  Street,  Cork,  took  its  name. 
In  1768  Benjamin  Winthrop  of  London,  afterwards  Gov- 
ernor of  the  Bank  of  England,  supposed  his  ancestor, 
Stephen  of  Bandon,  to  have  been  a  son  of  Colonel  Ste- 
phen Winthrop,  M.P.,  4th  son  of  Governor  John  Win- 
throp of  Massachusetts,  but,  on  applying  to  the  Heralds' 
College,  was  informed  by  Sir  Isaac  Heard  that  he  was 
probably  descended  from  a  younger  son  of  Governor 
John  Winthrop  the  younger,  a  surmise  for  which  there 
was  no  foundation.  The  missing  link  to  unite  the  Eng- 
lish branch  with  John 3  or  Adam 4  may  one  day  be  sup- 
plied. In  the  mean  time,  as  they  are  now  recognized  as 
a  senior  line,  their  pedigree  will  be  inserted  in  the  follow- 
ing chapter.

DESCENT    OF    THE    AMERICAN    LINE    FROM    THE    THIRD    ADAM   WIN- 
THROP,  UNTIL    ITS    DIVISION    INTO   TWO   BRANCHES. 

To  revert  to  the  youngest  son  of  Adam 2 :  —

bed, 24  Dec.  1577,  and  was  buried  in  Hadleigh  Church. 
He  married  2d,  Feb.  20,  1579,  Anne,  dau.  of  Henry 
Browne,  of  Edwardston,  co.  Suffolk,  clothier,  by  whom 
he  had:

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nardiston,  and  Anne,  wife  ist  of  Capt.  Joseph  Gard- 
ner, and  2d  of  Gov.  Simon  Bradstreet.  Some  interesting 
letters  of  Lucy  Downing  may  be  found  in  the  Massa- 
chusetts Historical  Society's  Collections.  Emmanuel 
Downing  died  His  first  wife,  by  whom 

also  he  had  issue,  was  dau.  of  Sir  James  Ware,  and 
sister  of  Ware,  the  Irish  Antiquary. 

Adam,3  "  vir  bonus  et  prudens,  nulli  pietate  secundus" 
was  buried  at  Groton,  28  March,  1623.  Anne  his  widow, 
" foemina  quce  Christo  tota  dicata  fuit"  d.  19  April,  1629. 
For  numerous  extracts  from  the  Diaries,  Letters,  and 
Common-place  books  of  Adam,3  see  "  Life  and  Letters  of 
John  Winthrop,"  Vol.  I.,  passim.  Numerous  relatives  are 
noted  in  his  Diaries ;  but  it  is  difficult  to  place  them, 
many  evidently  belonging  to  his  wife's  family.  Her 
sister  Jane  m.  William  Hilles,  of  Holton,  who  d.  4  Aug. 
1597,  leaving  William  (m.  15  Jan.  1600,  Elizabeth  Gibson), 
Elizabeth,  and  Jane,  wife  of  Adam.4  Another  of  his 
wife's  sisters  m.  Rev.  Roger  Weston,  Vicar  of  Worming- 

ford,  co.  Essex,  and  other  sisters  probably  married 

Duckett  and Snelling.     "  Cousins  "  Alibaster,  Mun- 

nyng  (Manning),  Browne,  Still,  and  Frost  can  readily  be 
accounted  for.  "  Cousin  Duke  "  may  be  the  John  Duke 
who  m.  Anne  Snelling,  11  Nov.  1596;  but  there  remain 
to  be  identified  "  Cousins "  Jeremy  Raven,  Firmyn,  of 
Bockinge,  Sparrow,  of  Ipswich,  Thomas  Laister,  of  Ips- 
wich, Brond,  Bulwer,  Kayne,  Hawkins,  Marian  Rolfe, 
Barfoot,  and  Jane  Muskett  (who  d.  21  July,  1597, 
aet   59). 

"Father"  Michilfield  (who  d.  26  March,  1607)  may 
have  been  merely  a  title  applied  to  old  men,  but  "  Brother" 
Stephen  Michilfield  is  spoken  of  in  1608. 

Cotton    Mather   alludes    to    a   tradition    that    Adam 8 
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received  from  King  Charles  I.,  when   Prince   of  Wales, 
the  present  of  a  ring ;  but  no  evidence  of  this  is  extant. 


7.  John4  Winthrop,  of  Groton  Manor,  married  1st,  16 
March,  1605,  when  only  in  his  18th  year,  Mary,  daughter 
and  sole  heiress  of  John  Forth,  of  Great  Stambridge,  co. 
Essex,  and  granddaughter  of  William  Forth,  of  Hadleigh 
and  Butley  Abbey,  co.  Suffolk,  who  married  a  Powell  of 
Wales,  whose  elaborate  pedigree,  still  extant,  traces  her 
back  through  12  generations,  to  Godwyn  of  Cornwall. 
Robert  Forth,  High  Sheriff  of  Suffolk  in  1569,  was  uncle 
to  Mary  and  father  to  Sir  William  Forth,  of  Greenwich, 
1604.     By  this  marriage  John4  had  issue  :

In  April,  1618,  John4  married,  3d,  Margaret,  daughter  of 
Sir  John  Tyndal,  of  Great  Maplested,  co.  Essex,  Master- 
in-Chancery,  grandson  of  the  Sir  John  Tyndal  who  was 
asserted  to  have  had  a  claim  to  the  throne  of  Bohemia, 
and  stated  to  have  been  collaterally  related  to  William 
Tyndal,  Translator  of  the  Bible.  By  this  marriage  he 
had :

John4  died  at  Boston  in  America  March  26,  1649,  and 
was  buried  in  what  is  now  King's  Chapel  graveyard.  For 
the  career  of  this  great  "  Father  of  New  England,"  as  he 
is  often  called,  see  his  "  Life  and  Letters,"  in  2  vols.,  by 
Hon.  Robert  C.  Winthrop ;  his  "  Journal,"  in  2  vols.,  with 
notes  by  Hon.  James  Savage ;  Bancroft's  History  of  the 
United  States,  Palfrey's  History  of  New  England,  Belk- 
nap's American  Biography,  Mather's  Magnalia,  Young's 
Chronicles  of  Massachusetts,  Barry's  History  of  Massa- 
chusetts, &c.  A  few  facts  only  will  be  inserted  here.  A 
student  of  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  a  magistrate  of 
his  native  county  at  the  age  of  18,  he  at  one  time  con- 
templated taking  orders  as  a  clergyman,  but  engaged  in 
the  practice  of  the  Law,  and  in  1626  was  appointed  at- 
torney of  the  Court  of  Wards  and  Liveries,  having  in 
1623  succeeded  his  father  in  the  estate  of  Groton  Manor. 
The  continent  of  Europe  was  then  being  devastated  by 
the  Thirty  Years'  War,  while  the  state  of  affairs  in  Eng- 
land was  calculated  to  discourage  friends  of  civil  and 
religious  freedom.  An  earnest  though  a  moderate  Pu- 
ritan, he  became  early  interested  in  the  great  Massa- 
chusetts enterprise,  and  believed  that  the  finger  of  God 
pointed  to  the    secure    establishment   of  the    Reformed 
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faith  in  the  New  World  by  a  colony  of  pious,  self-deny- 
ing men,  willing  to  give  their  lives  and  fortunes  to  the 
undertaking.  In  1629,  with  Sir  Richard  Saltonstall  and 
others,  he  signed  the  Agreement  to  emigrate  ;  on  the 
20th  October  of  the  same  year,  in  London,  he  was  elected 
Governor  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Company,  and  in  the 
following  spring  he  embarked  with  a  fleet  of  eleven  ves- 
sels. On  the  2 2d  of  June,  1630,  he  landed  at  Salem, 
where  were  already  two  or  three  hundred  colonists,  under 
John  Endicott.  Those  who  accompanied  Winthrop,  or 
who  arrived  shortly  after,  were  about  one  thousand  ;  and 
a  thousand  more  soon  followed.  This  was  the  "  Great 
Suffolk  Emigration,"  as  it  has  been  called,  and  is  not  to 
be  confounded  with  the  Pilgrim  Colony  at  Plymouth  in 
1620  (which  at  the  time  of  Winthrop's  arrival  numbered 
some  300,  and  was  not  united  to  the  Massachusetts  Colony 
until  1692),  nor  with  scattering  settlements  elsewhere, 
some  of  which  had  died  out,  and  others  were  in  a  weak 
and  precarious  condition.  In  the  following  autumn  he 
removed  the  seat  of  government  from  Charlestown  to  the 
neck  of  land  since  known  as  Boston,  where  he  resided  18 
years,  during  twelve  of  which  he  was  Governor,  at  other 
times  serving  as  Deputy-Governor  or  as  a  member  of  the 
Court  of  Assistants,  and  always  the  guiding-spirit  of  New 
England,  until  he  died  at  the  age  of  62,  worn  out  by 
incessant  labors  and  having  spent  his  substance  in  the 
cause  he  had  at  heart.  His  estate  of  Groton  Manor 
was  sold  to  Alderman  Mainwaring  of  London,  but  his 
descendants  are  erecting  a  memorial  to  him  in  the  village 
church  of  which  he  and  his  father  and  grandfather  were 
patrons.  His  portrait,  attributed  to  Van  Dyck,  hangs 
in  the  Senate-Chamber  of  Massachusetts,  and  has  been 
often  copied  and  engraved ;  while  a  modern  statue  of 
him  is  in  the  chapel  of  Mt.  Auburn,  near   Boston,  and 
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another  is  shortly  to  be  placed  in  the  Capitol  at  Wash- 
ington by  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 


8.  John,5  known  in  history  as  "  John  Winthrop  the 
younger  "  and  as  "  the  heir  of  his  father's  talents,  prudence, 
and  virtues,"  was  a  graduate  of  Trinity  College,  Dublin, 
a  barrister  of  the  Inner  Temple,  and,  having  entered  the 
naval  service  under  the  Duke  of  Buckingham,  took  part 
in  the  expedition  for  the  relief  of  the  Protestants  of  Ro- 
chelle.  Returning  from  an  Oriental  tour,  during  which 
he  is  said  to  have  been  for  a  short  time  attached  to  the 
Embassy  at  Constantinople,  he  soon  followed  his  father 
to  New  England,  became  a  magistrate,  settled  Ipswich, 
Massachusetts,  in  1632,  became  Governor  of  Connecti- 
cut Plantation  in  1635,  founding  in  1645  what  is  now 
the  City  of  New  London,  where  he  had  a  large  estate. 
Elected  Governor  by  the  people  in  1657,  and  re-elected 
annually  until  his  death,  he  obtained  from  the  Crown  in 
1 66 1  the  charter  uniting  the  two  Connecticut  Colonies. 
This  and  other  public  duties  obliged  him  repeatedly  to 
visit  England,  where  he  became  known  as  an  accom- 
plished scholar,  and  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Royal 
Society.  An  original  portrait  of  him  is  in  the  possession 
of  his  descendants,  together  with  a  miniature  given  him 
by  Charles  II.  For  further  particulars,  see  the  historical 
works  before  enumerated,  as  well  as  Hollister's  History 
of  Connecticut,  Caulkins's  History  of  New  London,  the 
publications  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  &c. 
He  died  April  5,  1676,  aged  70,  having  married,  1st,  8  Feb. 
1 63 1,  his  cousin  Martha  Fones,  who  d.  s.  p.  1634.  He 
married,  2d,  in  England,  in    1635,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
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Edmund  Reade,  of  Wickford,  co.  Essex,  and  step-daugh- 
ter of  the  celebrated  Hugh  Peters,  by  whom  he  had  :

Elizabeth,  wife  of  John,5  died  24  Nov.  1672.  One  ped- 
igree mentions  that  she  had  an  infant  son,  Adam,  drowned 
at  New  London. 

9.  Stephen  5  Winthrop,  4th  son  of  the  Governor  of 
Massachusetts  (born  at  Groton,  March  24,  161 8;  died  in 
London,  1659),  godson  to  Stephen  Egerton,  brother  of 
his  grandmother,  Anne,  Lady  Tyndal,  accompanied  his 
father  to  New  England,  and  was  Recorder  of  Boston 
and  member  of  the  Colonial  Legislature.  Returning  to 
England  in  1646,  he  became  Colonel  of  one  of  Crom- 
well's regiments,  sat  in  Parliament  for  Banff  and  Aber- 
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deen,  and  owned  a  house  in  James  Street,  Westminster. 
He  is  said  to  have  been  an  energetic  officer;  and  Roger 
Williams,  writing  to  John  Winthrop  the  younger  in  1656, 
says,  "  Your  brother  Stephen  is  to  succeed  Major-Gen. 
Harrison."  In  his  will  he  bequeaths  ^100  to  the  poor 
of  Boston.  Among  a  series  of  old  family-portraits  is  one 
of  a  young  man  in  military  dress,  traditionally  believed 
to  represent  this  Stephen,  and  which  must  have  been 
painted  after  his  return  to  England,  and  sent  out  as  a 
present  to  his  parents.  He  married  Judith,  daughter  of 
William  Rainsborough,  and  sister  of  the  lady  who  subse- 
quently became  his  step-mother,  by  whom  he  had  issue :

Adam 5  inherited  from  his  father  Governors  Island  in 
Boston  Harbor,  early  known  as  "  The  Governor's  Garden," 
long  the  property  of  his  descendants,  and  now  belonging 
to  the  United  States  Government,  who  have  built  on  it  a 
large  Fort  named  Winthrop. 

11.  Deane  5  Winthrop,  6th  son  of  the  Governor  of 
Massachusetts  (born  March  16,  1623;  died  16  March, 
1704),  who  derived  his  name  from  his  mother's  half- 
brother,  Sir  John  Deane,  came  to  New  England  in  1635, 
was  engaged  in  a  settlement  on  the  Nashua  and  Merri- 
mac  Rivers,  which  was  named  Groton  from  the  family- 
seat  in  England,  but  resided  chiefly  at  Pulling  Point,  in 
Boston  Harbor,  then  known  as  Romney  Marsh,  and  since 
incorporated  as  the  town  of  Winthrop.  He  married 
Sarah,  daughter  of  Rev.  Jose  Glover,  and  sister  of  his 
brother  Adam's  wife,  before-mentioned,  by  whom  he  had 
issue :

12.  Samuel5  Winthrop,  8th  son  of  the  Governor  of 
Massachusetts  (born  Aug.  28,  1627  ;  died  about  1677), 
left  New  England  early  to  seek  his  fortune.  From  a 
letter  written  by  him  from  Teneriffe  to  his  father,  in  very 
good  Latin,  he  would  seem  to  have  been  a  student  at 
Harvard  under  President  Dunster.  He  subsequently 
settled  as  a  planter  in  Antigua,  and  became  Deputy- 
Governor  of  that  Island  in  1668.  His  father  writes  in 
1648,  "  Samuel  is  married,  in  Holland,  to  a  Dutch  woman," 
but  her  name  has  not  been  ascertained.  He  is  stated  to 
have  had  issue  :

Little  is  known  of  the  descendants  of  Samuel 6  beyond 
the  fact  that  his  male  line  is  extinct. 
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The  American  family  is  here  divided  into  two  distinct 
lines  : 

I.  The  elder  American  line,  being  the  descendants  of 
John  Winthrop  the  younger,  Governor  of  Connecticut, 
eldest  son  of  the  Governor  of  Massachusetts. 

II.  The  younger  American  line,  being  the  descendants 
of  Adam,  5th  son  of  the  Governor  of  Massachusetts,  and 
who  have  been  sometimes  distinguished  as  the  Cambridge 
Winthrops,  from  their  residence,  for  several  generations, 
at  Cambridge,  near  Boston. 

This  last  branch  has  now  but  a  single  representative 
of  the  name,  and  its  descent  will  be  inserted  in  the  follow- 
ing chapter,  before  continuing  the  descendants  of  John 
Winthrop  the  younger,  who  are  very  numerous.

THE  YOUNGER  AMERICAN  LINE,  OR  DESCENDANTS  OF  ADAM 
WINTHROP,  OF  BOSTON,  FIFTH  SON  OF  GOVERNOR  JOHN 
WINTHROP,     OF     MASSACHUSETTS.

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19.  John8  Winthrop  (b.  Dec.  8,  1 714  ;  d.  May  3,  1779), 
a  graduate  of  Harvard  in  1732,  was  for  forty  years  Hollis 
Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy  at 
Cambridge,  member  of  the  Executive  Council  of  Massa- 
chusetts and  some  time  Judge  of  Probate,  a  Fellow  of  the 
Royal  Society  and  LL.D.,  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
American  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  author  of  vari- 
ous treatises  on  Earthquakes,  Comets,  and  other  Astro- 
nomical subjects.  He  was  one  of  the  most  accomplished 
scholars  of  his  time,  and  a  staunch  friend  of  liberty.  He 
married,  1st,  Rebecca,  dau.  of  James  Townsend,  of  Boston, 
and  step-dau.  of  Rev.  Charles  Chauncy(she  d.  1753);  and, 

2d,   Hannah,  dau.   of Fayerweather,   and   widow  of 

Farr  Tolman,  of  Boston.  She  d.  1794.  Portraits  by 
Copley  of  her  and  her  husband,  the  Professor,  and  of  his 
father,  Judge  Winthrop,  will  be  noticed  in  the  Appendix.

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CHAPTER     V. 

THE  ELDER  AMERICAN  LINE,  OR  DESCENDANTS  OF  GOVERNOR 
JOHN  WINTIIROP,  OF  CONNECTICUT,  ELDEST  SON  OF  THE 
GOVERNOR  OF  MASSACHUSETTS,  UNTIL  ITS  SUB-DIVISION  IN 
1776. 

13.  John6  Winthrop,  generally  known  as  Fitz-John 
(born  March  14,  1638;  died  Nov.  27,  1707),  eldest  son  of 
Gov.  John  Winthrop,  of  Connecticut,  was  born  at  Ipswich, 
but  went  early  to  England  and  became  a  Captain  in  a 
Regiment  of  Infantry,  commanded  by  his  maternal  uncle, 
Col.  Thomas  Reade.  His  commissions,  signed  by  Rich- 
ard Cromwell  and  Gen.  Monk,  are  preserved.  By  tradi- 
tion he  was  a  follower  of  Monk,  and  well  affected  to  the 
Restoration.  Among  the  family  heirlooms  believed  to 
have  belonged  to  Fitz-John  is  what  is  thought  to  be  an 
original  portrait  of  Monk,  and  an  undoubted  original 
letter  of  Charles  II.,  without  address,  and  probably  one  of 
the  circular  letters  addressed  by  the  exiled  monarch  to  his 
adherents.  Returning  to  New  England,  Fitz-John  be- 
came a  Representative  in  1671,  served  in  King  Philip's 
War  with  the  rank  of  Major,  was  for  a  time  of  the  Council 
of  Sir  Edmund  Andros,  and  second  in  command  of  the 
expedition  against  Canada  in  1690.  In  1693  he  went 
again  to  England  as  Agent  for  Connecticut,  and,  return- 
ing in  1698,  was  Governor  until  his  death.  He  was 
buried  with  his  father  and  grandfather  in  King's  Chapel 
graveyard,  Boston,  though  he  had  resided  chiefly  at  New 
London,  where  he  maintained  great  hospitality.     In  1698 
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he  obtained  a  patent  erecting  into  a  manor,  called  "  Groton 
Hall,"  a  tract  of  land,  10  miles  square,  on  Long  Island, 
N.  Y.,  which  his  father  had  purchased  from  Tobacus,  an 
Indian  Sachem,  in  1664.  The  armour  worn  by  him  in 
his  Indian  and  Canadian  campaigns  is  preserved  at  Bos- 
ton, and  an  original  portrait  of  him  is  at  New  York.  A 
copy  of  this  latter  in  the  State  House  at  Hartford,  by  a 
confusion  of  labels,  was  engraved  for  that  of  Governor 
John  Haynes,  and  so  figures  in  a  History  of  New  Eng- 
land !  He  married,  late  in  life,  Elizabeth,  clau.  of  George 
Tongue,  who  d.  April  25,  1731,  and  is  buried  at  New 
London.     They  had  issue,  an  only  daughter :

14.  Wait6  Still  Winthrop  (b.  in  Boston,  Feb.  27, 
1642;  d.  in  Boston,  Nov.  7,  171 7),  whose  name  of  Still  was 
derived  from  the  first  marriage  of  his  great-grandfather 
Adam,3  was  2d  son  of  Gov.  John  Winthrop,  of  Connecticut. 
A  Commissioner  of  the  New  England  Colonies  1672-75, 
and  a  member  of  the  Executive  Council  1685-86,  he 
joined  in  the  overthrow  of  Sir  Edmund  Andros,  was 
made  Major-General  of  the  Colonial  Militia,  again  became 
one  of  the  Council,  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Admiralty, 
and  Chief-Justice  of  Massachusetts.  He  married,  1st, 
Mary,  daughter  of  William  Browne,  of  Salem,  one  of  the 
Council  (she  d.  June  14,  1690);  and  2d,  Nov.  13,  1707, 
Katharine,  dau.  of  Hon.  Thomas  Brattle  and  widow  of 
John  Eyre  (she  d.  Aug.  5,  1725).  By  his  1st  marriage  he 
had  issue  :

ii.  John,7  bapt.  Aug.  28,  168 1.

1709,  Thomas  Lechmere,  Surveyor-General  of  Cus- 
toms at  Boston,  brother  of  Lord  Lechmere,  and  had 
issue, 
vi.  Joseph,  bapt.  Sept.  13,  1689;  d.  Sept.  27,  1693. 

Like  many  of  his  family,  Wait  Winthrop  had  a  great 
taste  for  the  study  of  medicine,  and  practised  gratuitously 
among  his  poorer  neighbors.  Notwithstanding  his  judi- 
cial functions,  he  was  generally  called  Major-General 
Winthrop.  Judge  Sewall,  in  his  Diary,  says  his  funeral 
cost  the  State  ^"iooo,  owing  to  the  great  parade  of  troops. 
For  the  Latin  epitaph  prepared  for  him  by  Cotton 
Mather,  see  "  Life  and  Letters  of  John  Winthrop." 


John7  Winthrop,  of  New  London,  and  of  Sydenham, 
co.  Kent,  England  (b.  Aug.  1681  ;  d.  Aug.  1,  1747),  gen- 
erally distinguished  as  "John,  F.R.S.,"  was  the  only  sur- 
viving son  of  Wait  Still  Winthrop,  and  a  graduate  of 
Harvard  in  1700.  He  became  involved  in  serious  dis- 
putes with  his  brother-in-law  Lechmere  and  with  the 
Colonial  authorities,  about  the  settlement  of  his  father's 
and  uncle's  estates,  and  went  to  England  about  1727  to 
seek  redress  from  the  Privy  Council.  He  remained  in 
England,  and  died  there  after  an  absence  from  home  of 
twenty  years,  during  which  he  became  a  Fellow  of  the 
Royal  Society  ;  and  one  of  the  volumes  of  its  Transactions 
is  dedicated  to  him.  Some  odd  letters  of  his  are  extant. 
In  one,  to  the  then  Secretary  of  State,  he  seems  to  claim 
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the  Governorship  of  Connecticut  by  a  sort  of  hereditary- 
right,  and  bewails  the  "  levelling  "  spirit  prevailing  there  ; 
in  another,  he  reproaches  his  kinsman,  Adam,7  for  using 
the  family  arms  without  a  difference  to  mark  the  younger 
branch.  He  was  buried  at  Beckenham,  co.  Kent,  having 
married,  Dec.  16,  1706,  Anne,  daughter  of  Joseph  Dudley, 
Governor  of  Massachusetts  (by  Rebecca  Tyng),  and  had 
issue :

Anne,  widow  of  John7  Winthrop,  d.  1776,  having  m. 

1709), 
by  whom  she  had  no  issue.  Portraits  of  John7  and  his 
family  will  be  noticed  in  the  Appendix.
